He shews 
that Lord Minto had been regularly commissioned 
by him as a roving envoy to the discontented spirits 
of Italy in 1848, and he traces dowa the meddling 
policy of the Premier until Louis Napoleon entered 
the field to reap the harvest of mischief which Lord 
Palmerston had sown. So far Paul Cullen and Mr. 
Hennesy are agreed. But Mr. Hennesy has ven- 
tured to express a little truth. He quotes Mr. 
Disraeli, Lord Derby, and Lord Malmesbury, to 
prove that the policy of Conservative statesmen 
was “ to let the Pope alone,” and to leave the settle- 
ment of the Papal Government to the subjects who 
groaned under it, and the despots who shed the 
blood of 100,000 men, to decide which should contro! 
it. But the Romish Archbishop has classed all 
Governments under one category. In his yiew 
all statesmen, whether Whig or Conservative, 
were alike to be detested as enemies 
of the Papacy, all alike to be opposed. It did not 
suit the Prelate that the Irish people should suppose 
Lord Derby's Government to have acted either 
prudently or liberally, or that any cabinet whatever 
was guided by a fair and generous spirit. Paul Cul- 
len, for the purpose of chronic agitation, wishes it to 
be believed that every Government is actuated solely 
by hatred of the Papacy, and censures every known 
politician except Mr. Bright. What expectations he 
may entertain from that unqiet quaker we know not, 
but he happens to be the only prominent politician 
not put under ban.

The more unsound the Papacy 
became at its trunk at Rome, the more exhausting 
became its offshoots in distant countries. Last year, 
when it was supposed that Louis Napoleon meditated 
an attack upon England to “ rehabilitate the Romish 
Church,” were there not five distinct‘aggressions made 
upon the Church of England and the Constitution, 


the Papal party become so aggressive and worrying 
as to disgust all moderate men? Do we forget that 
the very first act of the restored Pope was to parcel 
out England into dioceses, and nominate Cardinal 
Wiseman as Archbishop of Westminster ? It is to 
this incessant system of arrogance and annoyance the 
universal detestation of the Papacy throughout 
England is due, quite irrespective of sympathy with 
popular rights. 


But if the traditionary policy of the Whigs is hos- 
tility to the Papacy, why isit that, on every occasion 
in which popular rights, as they are called, come 
before the House, the Papal party side uniformly 


the franchise to every degraded inhabitant of the 
lowest hovel, the Papal party are found voting 
with the Whigs. Ifa blow is to be struck against 
the aristocracy or landed interest, the Minister can 
safely reckon upon the support of these Romanist 
defenders of vested rights. Mr. Hennesy, mdeed, 
in a curious passage, speaks with ridicule of appeals 
to the people. ‘* The Sovereignty of the people! 
“what does it mean? Jit means the tyranny of a 
“clique!” Yet he himself has been foremost agitator 
in invoking this sovereignty of the people, assembled 
at the bidding of a clique of Ecclesiastics, and calls 
upon the Irish electors “ to influence the House of 
Commons, and through the House to influence the 
“foreign policy of England.” If this be not a 
genuine Whig appeal to the Sovereignty of the people, 
we know not what is, 

Mr. Hennesy is rather unfortunate in some of his 
illustrations. To prove the extraordinary anxiety of 
the Papacy for the cultivation of learning, he gives 
a table to shew that a greater number of philosophers, 
&e., flourished in Italy, than in England, at a given 
period. Cleverly enough he places this era of Papal 
illumination so far back as the year 1787, long before 
the Popes supposed that the best way to secure their 
dominion was to crush down the intellect. How 
does the Papal Court treat its living philosophers ? 
Let us take the three greatest names of Italy, and 
see what encouragement they have received from 
Papal Mecenases. Roomini was a priest and founder 
of two celebrated charitable institutions. His pub- 
lished works amount to 30 octavo volumes. Pio 
Nono drove him from Rome in 1848, and placed his 
works in the Index Expurgatorius. It was at the 
little town of Strezzia, on Lake Maggiore, 


that he died in the arms of two exiled 
philosophers---Pestalozzi and Manzoni. Mam- 


niani, too, was one of the Ministers of Pio 
Nono. During the anarchy he voted against the de- 
position of the Pope and thecreation of the Republic. 


| But, when the Pope was restored by French bayonets, 


Mamniani was driven out, and still lives at Genoa, 
a naturalised subject of Piedmont. Gioberte, also, 
the most spotless character among Italian philosophers, 
ventured to propose theprimacy of Central Italy inthe 
world of civilisation, and of the primacy of the Pope 
in it. He shadowed out, in some degree, the Imperial 
policy, and saved his life by flight. Italy has pro- 
duced poets, historians, and philosophers, and gives 
earnestof producing more. But the Popes have, of late 
years, exhibited their loveof genius only by banishing 
all who possessed it. ‘‘ Philosophy, like religion,” says 
Cousin, “has flourished by persecution ;” and if Italy 
has her intellectual sons, they have survived, not by

From the evening of Solferino, therefore, the French 
Emperor was ready to conclude peace. The state of 
Europe was such as to confirm him in this resolution. 
England, though determined not to interfere, was 
known to be averse from any disturbance of the peace of 
Europe. Prussia and the minor German States had 
armed, the fortresses of the Confederation were 
strengthened, all the military establishments put ona 
war footing, and Bavaria had committed almost an 
act of war by forwarding Austrian troops and 
stores through her territory. Then there was the fa- 
mous Quadrilateral, which would require a siege ora 
succession of sieges, beginning in the hottest months of 
an excessively hot year. We can hardly wonder, then, 
that Napcleon III., satiated with military glory, and per- 
haps not unwilling to continue the traditions of the first 
Bonaparte’s tenderness for Austria, should have given 
the Austrian Emperor easy terms at Villafranca. But, 
in truth, the astuteness of the young autocrat seems to 
have got the better of his more experienced opponent. 
Francis Joseph gained almost all he wanted, and more 
than he could reasonably have expected, while the 


French Emperor, led away by visions of a federal Italy, 
with the Pope at its head, and Austria as a docile | 
member, gaye up what the world thought to be the | 
natural fruits of his victory. One thing is perfectly 
clear—that Napoleon was in no way prepared for the 
reception which his arrangement met with from Europe. 
From Italy rose a cry of anger and shame. In every 
free press indignation and ridicule were mingled with 
incredulity. In France itself the news was received 
with a blank silence even more expressive than the de- 
monstrations of the Piedmontese or the exultation of 


the German Courts. Of course, it was impossible for 
the Emperor to renounce the promises which he had 


ceded Lombardy to his ally. Then his pride forbade 
that he should own himself outwitted, or that~he should 
seem to repent of the arrangement to which he was 
pledged. Accordingly, the more Europe sneered or 
Italy complained, the more the Emperor persisted in 
upholding the terms of the convention. In order 
that it might seem there was, in his opinion, 
nothing to regret, he treated the Austrians witha cor- 
diality which verged on obsequiousness, and distinguished 
Prince Metternich as if he had been the representative 
of an old and trusted ally. The whole bearing of the 
Imperial Court too much resembled its conduct after 
the conclusion of the peace with Russia. In the 
meantime the journals opposed to this country had 
their way, and those tirades were published which 
roused in the English people a spirit of which the 
Volunteer movement is the result. But the iudigna- 
tion of Italy and the remonstrances of this country 
were not to be quieted by any concert between the 
lately hostile Courts. The people of Central Italy held 
their own ; in spite of persuasion, and almost threats, 
they declined to receive back their fugitive Sovereigns, 
and the King of Sardinia, though compclled to tempor- 
ise, was yet sufficiently independent to exercise an act 
of sovereignty, by allowing M. Buoncompagni to accept 
the functions of Regent. In the meantime, it became 
necessary, in the French Emperor's opinion, to call to- 
gether the nations of Europe, in order to decide on 
the future settlement of Italy. What were the 
real views of Napoleon and Count Walewski we cannot 
say; but it is plain that the refusal of our Government 
to take any part in the Congress unless the liberties of 


small effect in the councils of the Tuileries. From that 
time the Emperor felt that he must break either with the 
free states of Europe and the enlightened opinion of his 
own country, or with the Emperor of Austria and the 
Roman priesthood. He could not hope to find a middle 
course. The Italians, relying on the moral support of 
the friends of liberty in both hemispheres, would make 
no unworthy concession. Austria and the Pope were 
pressing for an armed interference to carry out the 
Treaty of Zurich, while England, true to her high mis- 
sion, had declared that no such act should have her 
concurrence. 


The struggle has been a long one, but it is now over. 
The French Emperor has taken his course, and it is 
one which will help to reconcile him with that great 
body of liberal-minded and reflecting men who have 
watched with anxiety and regret his recent policy. 
He has resolved to show to the world that he did not 
make war for empty glory or to strengthen a tottering 
throne, or to employ a dangerous army, but to give to a 
gifted and unfortunate peop!e that freedom which has been 
so long denied them. The concert which has thus been es- 
tablished between France and England is the guarantee 
for the freedom of Italy. We believe that the mere fact 
of such an understanding subsisting will be enough to 
settle all the questions now in dispute. It is reported 
that when the French Emperor determined ón adopting 
the policy recommended by England he applied to our 
Government to know whether we were willing to stand 
by him should Austria seek to enforce the Treaty of 
Zurich by anotherappeal to arms. It would have been, 
in any case, a departure from our established policy to 
enter into such an engagement, but happily 
the thing was not necessary. ‘To the inquiries of 
the British Government Austria is said to have 
answered that she had neither the will nor the power to 
enter into another Italian campaign, and that if France 
resisted the restoration of the legitimate rulers in Italy, 
Austria could only protest against the injustice. To 
France now belongs the settlement of Central Italy. 
England will still holdto her principle of avoiding actual 
interference, though, no doubt, the two countries will 
join in a coramon plan for recognising and assisting the 
new Government. We may congratulate our country- 
men and the world that the year opens so auspiciously, 
and hope that the Italian people are now at the dawn of 
a long day of prosperity. 


The Daily News on the Desirability of England 


co-operating with France in Establishing Italian 
Liberty :--- 

Twelve months ago England was urged to lend her 
co-operation in the attainment of Italian liberty; and 
England then declined—not that she loved the spread 
of cofistitutional freedom less, but that she valued her 
own traditional consistency and honour more. 
Her standing foreign policy is, as it has ever been, an 
acquiescent recognition of the status quo in every country 
with which she is at peace; and twelve months ago 
imperial, ducal, and legatine rule prevailed in Northern | 
and Central Italy. The Romagnols, Modenese, and 
Tuscans had not then thrown off the yoke that galled 
them; and the Lombards still writhed beneath 
oppression. England was not indifferent to their 
cry of anguish, but she felt it to be impossible, 
without breaking her national word, to interpose 
otherwise than by counsel and remonstrance. But 
things are now altogether changed. Lombardy has 
been rescued by the potent help of France, and the 
Duchies and Legations have not merely broken out of 
thraldom, but month after month are found clothed in 
the gafb of freedom and in their right mind. That 
garb is home-made, and its materials are of their own 
choice. The hum of industry has hardly been inter- 
rupted in their dwellings, and tumult, with the excep- 
tion of a single hour, has been unknown in their streets. 
Their youth, indeed, are marshalled near the fron- 
tiers in volunteer 8, as are our own, to 
against the possibility of danger from without ; but 
theirs is the bivouae of peace, not of an armed pro-

Austria is in no condition to undertake 
another war; she will have quite enough to do to keep 
her shattered and disjointed limbs together during the 
present year, without going crusading in the valleys of 
the Appenines. She may permit the crimps of Anto- 
relli to enlist some few hundreds, or say even thousands 
of her disbanded scidiers; but what can these avail? 
With a Frenchg arrison in Rome, the victors of Palestro 
at Ravenna, even were there no enthusiastic and now 
well-disciplined legions ready to follow the lead of Ga- 
ribalda, the Papal threat of recovering the Romagna by 
force of arms would be mere fanfaronade.

He endea- 
voured toimpose on the public the belief that he was 
possessed of invaluable specifics, the products of tropical 
regions, in cases of cancer, asthma, dysentery {and other 
diseases of an equally turmidable character. In place 
of theordinary practice of medical men,the “ Black 
Doctor” was wont to proceed upon the system of pay- 
ment for cure before the treatment was commenced. 
An unfortunate person—let us suppose a woman— 
afflicted with cancer, which had defied the skill of regu- 
larly trained medical men, presented herself at his apart- 
ment for consultation. His language was “give me 
one, two, five, ten thousand francs, and I will make 
you sound.” When we consider the awful position of a 
person so placed—the worthlessness of money in compa- 
rison with health and life--and the despair or relief frem 
the scientific professors of medicine, is there any 
wonder that this bold promiser found many ready

Ie 
would then take advantage of that distressing con- 
dition, and impose his own terms for the cure. Mark 
the difference between this practice and that of the 
ordinary dispenser of quack medicines. As long 
as an impostor confines himself to the mere sale of 
a' quack medicine—say, a pill of such marvellous 
virtue that he who takes it according to the direction 
may make sure of four score years of uninterrupted 
life and health, the buyer is simply a fool for his pains. 
Men and women will continue to purchase such trash 
as long as any one has the audacity to proclaim its 
eflicacy. With the purchase of a box or two of pills, 
generally compounded of some perfectly harmless ma- 
terials, and with the disappointment of foolish hopes, 
there is an end to the matter. Not so with the phy- 
sician, real or pretended, who invites the world of 
sufferers to come to his door, and offers them relief 
from their miseries if they will put themselves im- 
plicitly into his hands. They are absolutely in his 
power, or at his merey—from day to day he prescribes 
and alters the treatment, still holding out illusive hopes 
of relief, which will never be realised until his patients 
are in their graves. 

There is no subject which has giventhe English Le- 
gislature more trouble than to determine who is and 
who is not a physician or a surgeon. After adiscussion 
which has now lasted many years, our legislators seem 
to have come to the conclusion that all they can do for 
the public is to publish lists ofregularly qualified prac- 
titioners. This by no means prevents the public from 
having recourse to other expedients if they choose to 
run the risk. We are surroundea by systems in whch 
globules, cold water, magnetism,&c., are the bases of new 
methods of treatment. 
valueof such treatment it is not our province to enter,but 
Clearly the homeopathists, the disciples of Priessnitz.

the British subject should be denied the use of the wet 
sheet if he has come to the conclusion that his health 
would be the better for it. Besides, we could not, if we 
would, stand between the population of these islands 
and the injudicious treatment of their ailments and dis- 
eases. A Briton has a most clear and constitutional 
right to physic himself in his own way. We might, 
however, venture fo interfere when some abominable 
impostor chooses to holt himself out to the world as the 
possessor of a secret which will cure the direst forms of 
disease, extorts from ignorant persons large sums of 
money for undertaking the curative process, and his 
secret turns out to be mere moonshine. 

We are well aware, however, that in England we 
should have but little chance of bringing a Black Doctor 
to justice : exposure is the instrument upon which we 
must mainly rely for the punishment of quacks.

“ wanted heart” has been resented rather warmly by his 

friends. Hewas thoroughly unostentatious, but was 
a really good man, and out of an income ot about £4,000 
a year, divided about £1,500a year to charitable purposes 
and to tlie assistance of less fortunate literary men. 

The Art Union has offered a prize of 100 guineas for 

twelve sketches in outline, or outline slightly shaded, 
of Tennyson's Idylls of the King. If some of our good 
artists compete, we may have valuable results in inte- 

resting variety ; but the prize system has, strange to 
say, never produced anything good. Prize dramas are 

always damned ; prize poems are, with rare exceptions, 
very dull; and prize pigs are all but uneatable.

LORD MACAULAY. 
(From the Edinb urgh Review, New Number.) 

The melancholy event which suddenly terminates the 
labours of the most illustrious man of letters whom England 
had inthis age produced claims in so peculiar a manner from 
ourselves the expression of that sorrow and regard which is 
shared by the whele nation that we hesitate not to depart on 
this occasion from the usage of our journal, and to record in 
these lites our sense of so irreparable a loss, 

Others will relate, as long as literary history excites the 
sympathy and the curiosity of future ages, the varied and 
inexexaustible gifts which marked out Thomas Babington 
Mavaulay from all his contemporaries. The astonishing ac 
tivity of his mind had ranged from early youth through 
every path of literary research ; the capacity and precision 
of his memory~retained and arranged for instant use 
every page, every thought, every incident, and ever, 
name which had at any time atiracted his attention. Al! 
he read, all he knew,—and what had henot read? what di: 
he not know /—was reflected by some spectral process oi 
his memory, where it remained, subject to no | no but 
that of mortality. Accordingly the studies of his earlier 
years, the sublime language of the Hebrew Scriptures, the 
tragic grandeur of the Athenian stage, the eloquence and 
wisdom of the orators and historians of antiquity, and even 
the discourses of the Christian Fathers, formed the basis of 
his mental culture, and were no less present to his mind than 
every other part of the vast structure of modern literature 
and history be raised upon it. But, whilst the universal 
range of lus acquirements had rendered him familiar with 
all that was beautiful and elevated in the literature of other 
ages and other lands, the focus of his genius centered in the 
history, the language, and the literary life of England. [I’ro- 
foundly versed in the story of her growth, and imbaed with 
the spirit of her freedom; admirably skilled in the use of his 
mother tongue, of which it may said as Wordsworth said of 
Milton, that in his hands “the thing became a trumpet ,” 
incredibly familiar with the writings and the lives of every 
man who has left a trace in the letters of this country, till 
he seemed to have the power of recalling the dead by the 
vivacity of his own impressions of them,*Lord Macaalay 
was essentially English in his habits of thought and in his 
tastes, ‘Ihe strongest of ul! his feelings was the love and 
pride excited in him by his native land; for he knew her 
and admired her, not only as the England of this age, but 
from the dawn of her annals tothe fulness of her strength. 

In other men gifted with these extraordinary powers of 
memory, it has been remarked that the mind is overbur- 
thened with its own stores, and that powers of vigorous 
thought are not unfrequently wanting to animate and con- 

trol the mass of acquired knowledge. ‘The intellect of Lord 
Macaulay was more perfectly gonstituted. He combined so 
vivid an inagination with so solid a judgment, that if he had 
not been a great historian he might have passed down to 
posterity as a great poet; and whilst the amount of his in- 
tellectual wealth would have everwhelmed a mind of less 
original power, with him it remained subordinate to the 
genius of the master. Noman was more remarkable for the 
nice diccrimination of his critical powers, or for the ingenious 
combinations by which he threw a new and vivid light on 
the course of events, the play of human character, and the 
principles he lived to advocate and defend. It was this rare 
union which gave so wonderful a charm to his style; every 
sentence was instinct with life; every word touched by his 
pen left its mark ; and the same spell which captivated the 
most accomplished of his contemporaries, and overruled the 
hostility of his antagonists, gave an unequalled popularit 

wherever the language of England is undorstood or blaised.

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INCOME-TAX.—HEAR BOTH SIDES. 
“ TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—I have not read much on the subject, and my ideas 
may be very crade, but 1 cannot agree with you that the line 
for the Income-tax should be drawn at £300 a year, for the 
simple reason, as Í may at once ¢andidly admit, that my in- 
come (notderived from property) somewhat exceeds that 
amount ; nor can I coincide in condemning the 
tax, as, if equitably applied. I think it would be far more 
advantageous to the public at large than a heavy impost on 
the necessaries of life. and that married men, least of all, 
would have reason to complain ; and these views | will en- 
deavour to su by argument. 

Although I have £300 a year, that desideratam has not 
been attamed without many years toil, and having now a 
large family to share it with me, Iam less able to bear a 
heavy deduction than a man with somethiag less than £300, 
with a smaller family. The line, of course, must be drawn 
somewhere, and I will try to show how it can be done, with 
least injustice to us all; but, first, let me say, that my reason 
for thinking that direct taxatien has its advantages are :hat 
the cost of collection is less, (bearing in mind the expense of 
repressing smuggling, dc.) and that each individual pays 
only according te bis means, instead of according to the 
numbers he has in his family, while the reverse would be the 
case were the revenue of the county (which must be raised) 
to be principally levied on the necessaries of life, without 
which his family could not exist; a tax on mere luxuries, 
wonld of course, be altogether insufficient, and were the In- 
come-tax to be abolished the tax on necessaries would, no 
| noubt, be inereased. 

Now I think, as regards Income-tax, that there should be 
a sliding scale, and that the rate should gradually increase, 
ALL having the advantage of the lower rate on the smaller 
| incomes; thus, supposing the line to be drawn at £100, and 
| the rates to be from £100 to £500, 4d. in the £1: from £500 
| to £1,000, 6d; from £1,000to £1,500 &d.: from £1,500 to 
£2,000 10d. ; and so on ad infinitum, the collectors’ calculation

i ef the amount to be levied on the income of £2,000, would

be as follows :—*“ £100, nil; £400 at 4d.; £500 at 6d. ; £500 
at 8d.; £500 at 10d.; total, £2,000. 

The rates, of course, must be adjusted to meet the exi- 
gencies of the Goverment—I only speak of the principle. 

The question of Preperty-tax, Income-tax, I do not here 
propose to enter into, but there can be no doubt that 3 larger 
share of the burden shou'd be borne by the former. 

And, now, in conclusion let me remark, that tax on neoga- 
saries of the nature alluded to im your article of the 13th 
inst., might iu some degree be lessened by the stamp-duty 
of—say 1d. each—on all railway tickets, and 1d. each on all 
bank notes (to be paid by the bankers who desire such large 
profits) ; and (though you may laugh, Mr. Editor, I say it in 
all seriousness) a double income-tax on bachelors.—I remain, 
sir, your very obedient servant.

DEATH BY DROWNING. 

On yesterday morning, between the hours of eleven 
and twelve o’clock, as the public were proceeding to 
their respective places of worship, alarm was created in 
the neighbourhood of the Grand Canal basin, between 
Baggot-street and Ringsend, by the discovery that a 
man was drowning in the basin uf the canal. He was 
observed, by a passer-by, struggling in the water, and 
crying for help. Assistance was quickly procured, 
two of the metropolitan police having hastened to the 
spot, but, unfortunately, the man had sunk to the bot- 
tom of the canal (a depth of thirteen fect), before their 
arrival. By means of a boat-hook the body was 
speedily drawn out of the water, and was at once con- 
veyed to the City of Dublin Hosp‘tal, in Upper Baggot- 
street, where the most prompt measures were adopted 
torestore animation. Persevering efforts were kept up 
for more than an hour, with the hope of resuscitation, 
but the vitalspark had fled, the body having been fully 
ten minutes under water. Nothing could exceed the 
humane and untiring exertions of the Resident Surgeon, 
Dr. Croly, assisted by the Resident Pupil, Mr. George 
Maunsell], and two other pupils of the Hospital, Messrs. 
Higginson and M‘Clean. The deceased appeared to 
have been about forty-five years of age, and was proba- 
bly a tailor by trade, a tailor’s thimble having been 
found in his pocket. It is but right to add that the po- 
licemen acted most energetically and anxiously in the 
discharge of their duty ; one of them, a sergeant, being 
a good swimmer, expressed much concern that he had 
not been present a little sooner, to attempt the rescue of 
deceased from a watery grave. We regret that we have 
not learned the name of these policemen, who are de- 
serving of public thanks. The body awaits a coroner's 
inquest, to be held this day.

Our January Fair, a new one only established for the 
last four years, opened to-day at an early hour. Long

The demand was 
pretty brisk for sheep in prime condition, but inferior 
stock were slow in demand. Lambs were much in re- 
quest, and went at from 23s. te 28s. 

Pic Makxer.---There was a most abundant sepply of 
pigs, and very early in the market. Even at 9 o'clock 
large sales were effected. From that hour up to 12? 
o'clock prices began to decline. The average prices were 
from 5s. 4d. to 58. 8d. per stone. Mr. Simon Sellers, of 
Trist ane, near Ballinasloe, sole a pig, Berkshire breed 
for £10 15s.
